1 once encountered 
the Khedive Tewflk's yacht, with his 
harem on board, ns we passed through 
the canal. Of course wo. canght po 
glimpee of tho Indies, but Tewfik and 
De Lesseps, who was his guest, came 
out on the sponson beam to greet us, 
and we manned the yards with native 
failors in honor of the two. 

The canal passage is4nade in fram 
17 to 24 hours, and since the use of 
powerful electric lights has made night 
navigation in tbe canal possible the 
journey from England to India is made 
with few serious delays It used to be 
that all the coal for ships tra¥ersing 
the Red soa was carriod across tho isth- 
mus on the backs of camela. Ships now 
commonly coal at Port Said. One of the 
curious featares of navigation in the 
canal and tho Rod sea is the absence of 
large sailing craft. The Red sea is so 
hemmed ín with mountains on either 
coast that tho progress of a largeaniling 
ship would be extremely slow snd at- 
tendcd with danger from sudden squalls.

-Bonchamp 
was at Ancenis since the 17th awaiting 
the main body of the army. The weather 
was magnificent, and the Vendeans 
camped in the open air When Cathe- 
Uinenu at tho end of a little road found 
himself face to face with the beautiful 
woman of the mill, he asked her if she 
was a Toyalist 

*'One might easily become s royalist 
to serve under so handsome an as 
you,” said she. 

"Good enough! Then lot me have 
shelter bere tonight. 

The meuniere welcomed 
him, and Cathelineau slept that night in 
tho mill. 
was leaving she sent to him from the 
threshold of the mill a perfect volley of 
kisses, after which she went up to the 
highest little window in tho mill and 
waved her little white handkerchief. 

Eight days afterward Cathefizeav, 
mortally wounded, was coming from 
Ancensis in a carriage, and as he passed 
by the mill he cast a long and sad look 
at it. Accarding to the order, its blindes 
wers arranged so as to announce the ap- 
proach of the soldiers of Canclanx 

From the 17th of Ootober to tho 17th 
of December, during the 00 days which 
separated the two retreats of the Ven- 
dean army ou the Loire, the mill of Ber- 
nardeau continued its signals of intelli- 
gence with those of La Vendoe. But the 
17th of December was its last day. 


Harassed by the Mnyenoais, that 


crusbed them at the battle of Mans, the 
Vandeens reached Ancenis- and endeay- 
ored to crosa the Loire, but for want of 
sufficient rafts a considerable number 
of them were obliged to abandon the 
effort and to advance tbrough the coun- 
try, in the hope of escaping the enemy.

The 
factories and furnaces are sending up 
thé incense of theis industry, the ma- 
cbinery in mills and manufactories is 
beginning to move with increased aner- 
gy, and the wheels of trade are turning 
and making glad the hearts of honest 
toilers. In short, the days of adversity 
are over, and the days of prosperity are 
at hand. | 

ONLY A BEGINNING. > 

No sooner had the Tariff bill been 
passed and the duty been taken off each 
pound uf foreign wool than Rawitzez 
Brothers, of Stafford Springs, Conn., an- 
nounced that they would increase the 
wages of their workmen. This was a 
small beginning, but before the close of 
"94 several score of wage advances bad 
been reported, nearly all of which were 
in woolen and teztile mills, At the be- 
ginning of the present year (he silk and 
other textile mills felt the revival. and 
bad to adopt a scalo of wages correspon- 
ingly higher than had previously been 
paid. By the time that April 1 was 
reached it became apparent to employ- 
ers all oyer the country that sooner or 
later wages would increase in every line 
of industry. 

These developments have shown the 
truth of the prophecy of William L. Wil- 
son, now Postmastsr General, that the 
ons item of free woo: alone would do 
more to destroy the arguments of pro- 
tection and show up its fallaciesfthan al- 
most anything else that could be named. 
The present improvement in the wages 
of the working man {is almost entirely 
in the East, and is principally confined 
to milis and factories which long epjoy- 
ed the privilege of high protection, show- 
ing that a low tariff is actnally better 
for tbe wage earner than a high protect- 
ive one. 

WOOLENS REVIVED 

The minute that the. duty on wool 
was taken off the woollen industries be- 
gan to reyive, and as soon as business 
adjusted itself to the changed condijions 
the newspapers began to chronicle the 
new illa that were building as well as 
the enlargement and improvement oí 
old ones. These mills are now running 
night and day, and there is noshut down 
except here and there, and this only be- 
cause of strikes among the employes 
lor higher wages. 

Then the infection of an increase in 
wages began to spread in other lines, 
until to-day nearly three huhdred thou- 
sand employes are getting better wages 
than-they did six weeks ago. Moreover- 
another hundred tbousand are striking 
for an advance in their wages, and with 
fair prospects for success. And it would 
be only a conservative estimate to say 
that nearly a half a million workmen 
bave had the benefitof bigher wages 
since the beginning of this year, 

The list of industries in which wages 
bave been increased follows. below. It 
1$ the work of Mr. Byron W. Holt, at 
present employed by the Tariff Reform 
and Sound Currency committees of the 
Reform Club. In commentina on the 
subject, Mr. Holt had this to say:— 

My list is by no means complete, for 
the reason that republican editors seem 
to have mode ita point to suppress re- 
ports chronicling advances in wages. The 
republican papers have been compelled 
to suppress their calamity bowling, but 
they are not honest enough to give their 
readers full reporis of news ofSthis kind 
and the trade papers of the land are but 
little faire. They. too, sre usually dom- 
inated by protectionism.” " 

Then follows along list of firms in 
the country which the Herald states 
specifically have advanced wages and 
the percentage of advance, which is 
from ten to fifteen per, cent and in some 
cates as much ás forty. 

The article closes tbus.— 

The rising tide of prosperity is now 
coming in so strongly that the republi- 
cans are compelled to get out of its way 
and in doing so to admit that business 
is rapidly reviving under the Wilson free 
trade Tariff bill. 

Asa matter of fact, nearly all of the 
reductions in 1893-4 bave been restored 
and often the laborers are striking for 
as high wages as they were getting when 
McKinley struck then in 1890. The re- 
publicans and protectionists cannot with 
their little brooms sweep back the ris- 
ing tide of prosperity. If they were 
honest. they would st once admit, as 
they will be ferced to do later, that wa- 
ges have advanced faster this year than 
any time during the Jast thirty rears.

that there is inthatcountry. Their ging - 
ing was not What an American would 
call] good, nor was tbeir dancing, but 
their conversation and presence certain- 
ly added a zest to the eccasion.

It is acurions but historical fact When 
Columbus saiied westward over the un- 
known Atlantic be expected to reach 
Zipangu, Japan After several days’ 
sail from Gomera, oue of the Canary is- 
lands, he became uneasy at not discov- 
ering Zipangu, which, according to his 
reckoning, should have been 216 nan- 
tical miles more to tho enst. 

After n long discussion he yielded to 
the opinion of Martin Alonzo Pinzon, 
the commander of the Pinta, and steered 
to tbe southwest. Pinzon was guided in 
bis opinion solely by a flight of parrots, 
which took wing in that direction. It 
was good luck to follow in the wake of 
a flight of birds when engaged upon a 
voyage of discovery—a widespread su- 
perstifion among -Spanish seamen of 
that day—and this change in the great 
navigator's course curiously exemplifies 
the influerce of small and apparently 
trivial cvcnts in the world's history. 

If Columbus had held to his course, 
he would have eutered the gulf stream, 
have reached Florida and then probably 
have been carricd to Cape Hatteras and 
Virginia The result would probably 
have given the present United States a 
Roman Catholic Spanish population in- 
stead of a Protcstant English one, a oir- 
cumstauce of iiumeasurable importance.

TAKEN TO BALTIMORE. 


At5 o'clock Tuesday morning Price 
was taken from the Denton jail, secure- 
ly hand-coffed by sheriff Berry and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Roe. He was placed in g

er steamer B. S. Ford wes boarded for 
Baltimore.

The passengers on the steamer soon 
learned that the convicted murderer of 
Sallie Dean was on board and the crowd 
yisited the barroom, where they gazed 
at the young gray haired prisoner. 

No one was allowed to talk with Price 
who spent his time looking out of the 
steamer's port bole. When the Ford ar- 
rived at Light street wharf sheriff Berry 
telephoned to police headquarters for a 
wagon to take Price to jail. Allthe ps- 
trol wagons were in readiness for the 
police parade, and Detectives Gault and 
Seibold, who arrested Price shortly after 
he committed the murder were s:nt to 
the wharf to confer with Sheriff Berry 
about the transfer of Pries to the jail. 


PRICE'S FULL CONFESSION. 


It was decided.to hire a carriage, and 
while Detective Seibold went for the ve- 
hicle, a News reporter talked with Price 
about his confession. He said: 

"I murdered Sallie Dean and Grant 
Corkran had nothing to do with the 
crime. He was not present and did not 
know of the murder until he heard Mrs. 

Dean's ery when she saw her childa body 
lying in the bushes nesr the field where 
he was plowing." 

Price made thjs statement without a 
tremor. 

Continuing, be said: “When I went in- 
to the woods to cut baizes on the morn- 
ing of the murder I knew that Sallie 
Dean usually passed along the road pear- 
by on her way to school. When I ,saw 
herapproaching I wentto her and talk- 
ed.for a minute or two. 

"After wetalked for awbile I struck 
Sallie with the three-corneréd stone that 
was exhibited at the trial and then cot 
her throat. I dragged her body in the 
woods and covered it with a cedar bush 
I buried her lunch pail, her books, the 
stone and the knife. When the body 
was found I was actiye in trying to 10— 
cate the murderer, for I did not wish 
the authorities to suspect me. After I 
told the detectives of mv dream they, of 
course, thought I inurdered the girl and 
they eventually fastenedthe guiiton me.

Personal Expenses In Viedna. 

A singular diarist recently died at 
Vienna. His diary is an account book of 
his personal expenses from the age of 17 
to 70. During this period it appears he 
amoked 628,718 cigare. Of there 48,639 
were gifts. The rest cost him 42, 500. 
He wore 85 paira of trousers and 74 
coats and waistcoats, and bis total 
tailor’s bill was close upon £1,600. His 
bosier`s bill showed 62 pairs of very ex- 
pensive socks, costing about 15 shil- 
lings per pair; 208 shirts and ‘*fronta,”’ 
and 800 collars, all of which must bave 
been cheap nt £00. Locomotion in-om- 
nibuses and trams absorbed £85 10s. 
The drink bill, which extends over 15 
years only, comprises 28,786 bocks, of 
which 21,361 are differentiated as half 
bocks. Ho topped up with 36,081 nips 
ri various sorts, nnd all this cost EI, 
028, plus tips, £260. The bars must have 
missed him anyhow when he left them 
at last, aged 78.—Pall Mall Gazette.

was unerring, and it actod as if it was 


tickled all over every time the gopher 
squealed. Tho boopsnake’s fun came to 
an end very suddenly the moment an- 
other gopher appenred. The second 
gopher took in she situation at a glance, 
aud it immediately hopped upon the 
snake and bit it in the back of the neck. 
The snake |t go of the foot mighty 
quick, and all the lively v rithings im- 
aginable that snake perfo:.ced in the 
next eight or ten minutes. It tbrashod 
the grass flat in a space fiyo, feot iu di- 
ameter, and I never saw a creature hate 
to die as that snake did. It finally 
stretched ont motionless, and I out off 
its horn, which had no hollow iu it. 
The wounded gopher was squealing in 
some brush, and its rescuer was trying 
hard to coax it into a hole, but it had 
been done for by the snake, and it died 
in a little whilo 

‘How it does make a toad's cyes hang 
out when s hoopsnake gets after it! 
The toad knows that it's a goner, and it 
begins to hop and peep and squeal with 
terror before the snake has tonobed it. 
The make is in no hurry, for it knows 
very well that the toad can't get ont of 
its sight, and it takes downright com- 
fort in hearing the toad wall. It crawls 
bobind the toad, and when it gets good 
and ready it throws its tail forward 
avd gives the tond a smart thump be- 
tween the eyes with the point of the 
horn, The toad backs up a few inches, 
and the snake seizes it by a hind foot. 
Then the toad kicks with its free hind 
foot and claws the grass with. its front 
fect, keeping up a piteous squealing all 
the time. The make leta it kick and 
claw for a spell, but by and by knocks 


"the toad on the head till it stops kiok- 


ing and swallows it. 

„While a hoopsuake was handling a 
toad In that way one spring I saw n 
bullsnake interfere. The bullenake of 
Texas is n big headed reptile about 3 
feet long. Ita body tapers all the way 
like a cone, and it has two curved teeth 
in the upper jaw and is nonpolsonous. 
The hoopsnake had the toad by a hind 
foot, and of course thé toad was mak- 
ing all the noise it knew how to. Sud- 
denly a bullsnako glided out of the bush 
and struck at tbe hoopsnake's middle 
with its upper jaw, The hoopsnake in- 
atantly relensod the toad, facod the bull- 
svake and hit it on the neck with its 
horn. The blow didn't phase tho bull- 
snake a particle. It returned the attack 
with a sidewinder that knocked the 
hoopsnake out of the path. The latter 
must have been very much astovished, 
for, instead of sailing into the big fel- 
low again, it cleared ont at once, and 
the bullanake soised the toad right away 
and started to swallow it. "—New York

ʻI onoe knew a General Gordon, he 
answered. 

„But tho Major Barlow I knew is 
dead," I added. 

„And the General Gordon whom I 
knew is also dead,’ ho answered..

***My God, General Gordon, I am 
that man! But you were killod at An- 
tietam.’

for preserving vegetables, The hent 18 
then made intense, and tho iron that re- 
mains is melted and cart into sash 
weights The demand for these old cans 
is said to be greater than the supply.

large cities assume is that of working

FIRST COUNTY CONVENTION IN 1895. 
Anne Arundel Leads off With Her “Com- 
bine” Ticket Delegntes for Jones. 

Annapolis Md., May 14—The Demo- 
cratic County Convention was called to 
order in the court house here at noon 
today by ex-Senstor Geo. N. Potee of 
Brooklyn of the state central cemmittee. 
Dr. Elijah Williams was chosen chair- 
man, and the secretaries named were 
J. C. Linthicum and A. R. Armiger. 

Secretary of State Edward Gott was 
made chairman of the committee on 
resolutions and organization. 

The committee aftera brief retirement 
presented a seriesof resolutions indors- 
ing the platform of the democratic na- 
tional conventional of 1892; praising the 
administration of President Cleveland. 
indorsing the repeal of the silver clause 
in the Sherman act, the defeat of the 
force bill and the repeal of the Federal 
election laws. The conduct of the state 
government was also warmly praised es- 
pecially in relation to the affairs of the 
treasury. 

Une plank in the platform de.lared 
for reassessment, and another for an un- 
instructed delegation to the state con- 
vention. No personal reference to Sen- 
ator Gorman or other official or “leader” 
appeared in the fresolutions, The con- 
yention adopted them unanimously. 
amid much enthusiasm. The court house 
was packed with people, and Senator 
Moss and many others sat in the gallery. 
The selection of delegates to the State 
convention was then taken up,and these 
were the choice of the convention: 

Dr. C. Morris Cheston, Dr, Elijah Wil- 
liams, Frank A. Bond, Geo. N. Potee, 
Edwin Gott. 

This is the first delegation elected in 
the state, and it comprises some of the 
most ardent Gorman followers in Marys 
land and is probably a unitin favor of 
State Treasurer Spencer C. Jones for 
Governor. 

General Bond then took the floor and 
nominated his old time adversary. John 
C. Bannon for the State Senate. Wm. 
Woodward seconded the nomination, 
and it was made unanimously. So were 
all the others, with the exception of the 
Sheriff- Frank 8. Revell of the third 
district received 18 votes and Edward 
Foreman of the fifth 17. When the vote 
was announced four of the fifth district 
delegates left the room. George Jewell. 
W. T.Bhipley and Dr. Cheston were 
the sponsers for Dr. Wells and he receiv- 
ed the full vote of the convention, amid 
enthusiastic cheering.

DEATH OF MRS. FRANK BROWN. 


Death Comes After a Leng Seige ot Suffer- 
ieg—A Talented Woman Gene. 


Mrs. Frank Brown, the wife of Gor- 
ernor Brown, died at twenty minutes of 
four o'clock Saturday A. M.at their a- 
partments in the Hotel Rennert. She 
had been ill for some time, Her hus- 
and their two children and Dr. Ramsay 
were at her bedside when she passed a- 
way. 

Mrs. Brown's maiden name was Mary 
Ridgeley. She was the daughter of Mr. 
David Ridgeley, of No. 1012 Cathedral 
street, and was born in 1857. When but 
a child she was noted for hergreat beau- 
ty. She was educated in Baltimore un- 
til she was fourteen years of age, when 
she went abroad with her parents and 
spent three years in Europe com pleting 
her education, after which the family re- 
turned to this city and resided forawhile 
at the Carrollton. Hotel. It was while 
living at the Carrollton that the then 
Miss Ridgeley met Mr. Horatio W. Pres- 
ton,a wealthy citizen of Boston, who 
was in this city on a visit, Miss Ridgeley 
and Mr. Preston were married in Balti- 
more in April, 1877. Shortly after the 
marriage, Mr. Preston's health being 
poor, the couple took a trip to Californ- 
ia, and after remaining there awhile, re- 
turned to this city, and, on the advice of 
physicians, a trip to Europe was taken. 
Dr. Samuel Johnston, of this city. accom- 
panied them. The party sailed for Eu- 
rope on September 28, 1878, the objec- 
tive point being Switzerland. They reach- 
ed Davos, Switzerland, on Friday, Octob- 
er 11, and Mr. Preston died on the San- 
day following. Mrs. Preston accompan- 
ied her husband's remains to Baltimore, 
where he was buried in Greenmount 
Cemetery. Mr. Preston left his large 
wealth to his young wife, who contin- 
ued to reside in Baltimore. In Decem- 
ber, 1879, Mrs. Preston was married in 
this city to Mr. Frank Brown, who had 
also first met her while she resided at 
the Carrollton. They made their home 
in Baltimore, at the corner of Charles 
and Read streets, until the election of 
Mr. Brown asgovernor in 1891. In the 
summer preceding the election, Mrs. 
Brown, in company with her two chil- 
dren, Frank and Mary Brown, went to 
Europe, where they were joined later by 
Mr. Brown, and it was while they were 
on this trip tbat the gubernatorial nom- 
ination was made, Un the Governr's 
inauguration Mrs. Brown assumed charge 
of the gubernatorial mansion at Annaj- 
olis, and dispensed a lavish and delight- 
ful hospitality. entertaining during the 
session of the legislature of 1892 the 
judges of the court of Appeals, the state 
officials and the members of the Senate 
and the House, In the latter part of 
July, 1892, Mra. Brown was taken dan- 
gerously Ill while on a shopping tour in 
Baltimore, and had been in delicate 
health eversince. During mostof this 
time she resided at the Hotel Rennert 
and at "Springfield" the Governor's 
cocntry place in Corroll county. 

Mrs. Brown was known far and wide 
as being one of the most beautiful wom- 
en. Bhe was prominent in social circles 
and a leader in many large enterprises 
intended to adyance the causa of charity. 
She was an accomplished and charming 
hostess, a deyoted mother and a loving 
wife. She leaves two children—Miss 
May Brown and Master Frank Brown.

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HEWASHARDTOBEAT 
A SLY OLD WOODCHUCK AND HIS 
PERSISTENT ENEMY. 


A Long Island Farmer Relstes His Experi- 
ence With a Chuck That Had Become 
Very Smart Throogh Close Touch With 
Civilization. 


"Speakin of woodchucks," said an 
old Long Island farmer the otber day, 
"reminds me of some curious incidents 
with em. Twarn't more'n 50 years 
ago when they was thick as flies on this 
island, an y-e ate them instead of rab- 
bits an made mufflers and mittens out 
of their skins. They was mighty warm, 
too, those old woodchuck mittens an 
moffiera. When aman wanted a big fel- 
low, he only had to walk down into 
the ncarest field an take his pick out 
of two or three. They was so plentiful 
that it was no troublo to kill em. But 
they have been killed off now so that 
there ain't niury moro roun. Onct in 
awhile a big follow brings up a litter 
into the lower clover lot an we have to 
root em ont. 

“Ever hunt wocdchucks? Waal, it 
ain't much if they be young ones If 
yon wait long cnongh, you'll catch them 
runnin across the lot in broad daylight. 
If you are a good sbot, you can bring 
one down. "They're tough. nn a big fel- 
low will carry away a big load of shot. 
But if you get hold of a big fellow, an 
old veteran, so to speak, you'll find :t 
no easy job to dislodgo him. He's too 
knowin a cuss to live. He'll only eat 
your clover at night, an, Lord, how 
much he can get away with in one 
night! In the daytime he keeps closo 
into his bolo an laughs at you. Dig 
him out? Waal, yes, you can try it, 
but he'll dig a good deal faster on the 
other end than yon will nn take it 
easy at tbat. Mind yon, I'm talkin of 
old ones—those know all the tricks of 
the business. The woodchncks that you 
find on Long Island are wiser than those 
most anywhere elsc cause they have to 
be cunnin an shrewd no: to get killed. 
"They're so close to civilization that they 
learn new tricks nll tho time. 

“A few years ago a cannin old fel- 
low took up his home in that clover 
field just off tho lowcr medders, an we 
had the bardest time to kill him that 
you can imagine. I guess afore we got 
through with him he cost ns bout $100 
—that is, fur clover destroyed an labor 
at $1.50 per day lost in trying to cap- 
ture him. Twarn't any use, layin in 
wait fur him with a shotgun. Ie was 
too wise to puke bis nose out of the 
hole. Dut every night he'd come out 
au cat clover fast enongh. He brought 
up seven litters of young chucks in that 
field, bot wo killed ’em all except the 
old one. Ho'd bring a new mato with 
him to his homo every season, bnt she'd 
be shot in tryin to save her young ones. 
But we could never get a shot at the 
prime mover of the wholo trouble. Wo 
waited fur Lim on moonlight nights an 
did get a shct nt him ouct. But I guess 
we only crippled liim, an he nover ven- 
tured ont again except on dark nights. 
We had no chauce then. We tricd to 
dig him out, but after three days of 
steady work wo got tired. Then we 
started to barn an smoke him ont, but 
it nin' no easy matter to mako smoke 
go down bill an get into all of the holes 
that a woodchuck can make Finally 
we decided to drown tho old critter out. 
Wo got togetber all the old pork an 
oil barrels that we could find an filled 
thom full of water. Then when every- 
thing was readySi an Jake, my two 
sons, stood ready with a pitchfork an 
shotgun while I poured tho water into 
the hole. 

Waal, sir, that holo held more wa- 
ter than any millpond. It took the hull 
ten barrelfuls to bring it up to the gur- 
face, an then, jest as I put in tho last 
pailful, that pesky old chuck showed 
his nose. Si jabbed at him with the 
pitchfork, au Jake shot the handle to 
pieces ns he banged awny at the critter, 
But it warn't no use. Tho water soaked 
away rapidly, an the woodchuck went 
down again, grinnin at our failure. 

But wo warn’t £o easily discouraged. 
Next day wo added five moro barrels 
an all the tnbs an pails round the 
house. Then we began to flood that hole 


again. This timo wo had plenty of wa- 


ter, bnt there was no woodchnek to ap- 
pear. Tho water came up to the surface 
an flowed out of the hole, but no wood- 
chuck. We thought he bad left his 
home for good after his first duckin. 
But no Hoe camo ont again that night, 
nn ato more clovcr thau usual jest ns if 
torpite us Waal, we found ont in time 
that tho critter was so wise that ho had 
dug his hole way up toward a hill so 
that he could sit up thero an watch 
us pourin water in at the other end. 
This put a stop taany attempt to drown 
him ont. 

“It was Si that rigged up the trap 
that finally canght the old fellow. He 
took a big stove weight bont 50 pounds 
an suspended it right over the hole. 
Then ho fixed a little stick down Lelow 
jist n5 ho wonld cet n rabbit trap. The 
old muskrat couldu't gct out of the hole 
noway without hitting that stick, an 
—well, the thing happened two nights 
later. Tho first night tho critter didn't 
venture out, but the second mornin the 
stone was down, an tho old fellow was 
crushed beucath it. We ain't bad nono 
in the ficlis since then. — New York 
Post.

TOLD CF PRESIDENT FAURE, 


The Head of the French Repcblic In the 
Days of the Commune. 

M. Fanro, the president of tho French 
republic, is well known by a prominent 
French Amuriean resident of New Or- 
leans, who was with M. Fanro during 
the French commune. He describes the 


netism, of splendid execntive ability and 
unquestioned bravery and firmuess, 

Faure bez n business zs a small com- 
mission mer hant in hides, wool, cto., 
at Havre y:ars ago. From that, by en- 
ergy, economy and thrift, he prospered, 
and his bnsiness increased until ho was 
one of the ot extensive commission 
merchants iz that city. Ho becamo also 
one of tho :r:ost prominent men of the 
city poijtic.':y, and just before the 
Frauco-Girziaa war be was mado first 
“adjoint tu tho zizyor of the city aud 
was n stai «fllcer of the aruy, altbongh 
his duties li rot require his presence 
ou the battlefield. Ho took an active in- 
terest, of course, in the war, and it was 
owing to his efforts that the commissary 
department of the French soldiery was 
kept well supplied. Ho was also a close 
adviser of tho uficials of “Havre and in 
every manner demonstrated great execu- 
tivo talent npd a born leadership. 

It was in 1871, during the French 
commune, however, that his personal 
bravery aud ability to confront desperate 
emergencies were tested. While acting 
in the capac.ty of ‘*udjoint,’’ or adviser 
of tho mayor at Havre, a request was 
made of him from the mayor of Paris 
for firemen and engines. The city of 
Paris was in flames from one end to the 
other, aud. aid was being asked every- 
where in engines and firemen. Faure 
at once called for volunteers and urged 
upon them tlie nccessity of responding 
to tho call: He thus raised a company 
of firenicn to go. to Paris and fight the 
fires thut wero raging everywhere. 
Faure showed his courage and won the 
hearts of the firemen and people by go 
ing with the voluutcers as their leader. 
With all the cngines the city could spare 
they hastened to Paris, and for three 
days, withont rest or scarcely anything 
to eat, fonght the flames. 

Fauro did the dutics of a’fireman, and 
on one Ocension, When one of the men 
was asicep from fatigue, rather than 
awaken bim took his place and did his 
work. Ho was iu a dozen perilous posi- 
tions during that three days’ fight with 
fire, in company of bis companions, and 
never flinched. In every instance he 
proved himself to bo a mau of determi- 
nation and courage He was first in 
every danger, und at the most critical 
times ho never lost his self possession 
and will power, aud with bis volunteer 
firemen he did yeoman service in trying 
to save Paris from the embrace of tho 
fire fiend. 

The people of Havro never forgot M. 
Faure's valiznt service on that occasion, 
and afterward, as a Republican, be was 
elected to tho chamber of deputies.

Poor Sophia was heartbroken. Her 
relatives were incensed avd compelled 
her to marry a Mr. Williamson, thongh 
shé*begged Wesley to intercede in her 
bebalf.

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TEETH OF ROYA LTY. 


THEY ARE BAD, AND THEREBY HANG 
SOME INTERESTING TALES. 


American Dentistry, Mixed With Diplo- 
macy and Intrigue—The Part Played by 
Dr. Evans—How Lord Cromer Got Hold 
of the Khedlve's Secrets. 


European royalty is cursed with exe- 
erable teeth, the result of consanguineous 
marriages throughout countless genera- 
tions, and even the princes of the reign- 
ing house of Sweden, who are of plebeian 
origin, the grandfather of the present 
king having been born as a pensant at 
Pau, on the French slope of the Pyrenees, 
suffer from barred teeth, necessitating 
much science and skill in treatment. It 
is only natural therefore that they should 
have frequent recourse to dentists, and 
inagmuch as dental surgery has attained 
a greater degree of ‘science and pro- 
ficiency in the United States than in Eu- 
rope, it is American doctors, as a rule, 
who haye been intrusted with the wel- 
fare of royalty's jaws. 

Perhaps the best known and most fa- 
mous of all these American court den- 
tists in Europe has been Dr. Thomas 
Evans in Paris; who has had the honor 
of introducing his forceps into almost 
every royal mouth in Christendom: 

But perhaps the crowned heads with 
whom he was most intimate during his 
professional career were Napoleon III 
knd Empress Engenie. Many a time he 
was consulted by both ou matters of im- 
portance which certainly had nothing to 
do with teeth, while the emperor would 
frequently avail himself of the doctor's 
professional trips to foreign courts to in- 
trust him with some communication 
which could not well be conveyed 
throngh diplomatic channels. And, as 
everybody knows, when the empire was 
overthrown, after the battlo of Sedan, it 
was Dn Thomas Evaus, who, first of 
all, concealed the fugitive empress in his 
Parisian mansion, and afterwurd con- 
veyed her at personal risk from the mo- 
tropolis to the seaside, whenco she es- 
caped to England on the yacht cf Sir 
John Burgoyne. 

There was nn American dentist who 
was implicated in the somewhat sensa- 
tional incidents that led. to the sndden 
removal of the semidemented queen of 
Roumania from Venice a few years ngo. 
After the Roumanian government had 
exacted from the king, under threat of 
depriving him of his throne, a promise tó 
put an end to the engagement which 
the queen had arranged between her 
nephew, Crown Prince Ferdinand, and 
her ambitious favorite and maid of hon- 
or, Helen Vacarescu, her majesty had 
withdrawn, a prey tó the most violent 
excitement, to Venice, whero her con- 
duct became soextravagant as to attract 
much attention and to necessitate the 
journey post haste of King Charles all 
the way from Bucharest to the city of 
the lagoon 

His first step on arriving was to dis- 
miss her entire entourage, the two most 
prominent members of which, next to 
the maid of honor, were her Alsatian 
secretary, M. Scheffer, and her Ameri- 
can dentist, both of whom wero credit 
ed with exercising influence of a hyp- 
notic nature upon the half crazy queen. 
She was subsequently removed to Ger- 
many and kept for three years under 
close restraint in one of the Rhine cas- 
tles of her brother, the Prínce of Wied. 

It was another American dentist, too, 
who almost led to the deposition of the 
late king of Wurttemberg, over whom he 
had acquired so great a of persua- 
sion that the king cut himself adrift 
from almost all the associations of his 
younger days, holding aloof from rela- 
tives and nobles. The king was finally 
comnelled to choose between dismissing 
his American favorite or abdicating. 
Naturally he accepted the former, but 
he gilded up the pill for his friend by 
overwhelming him with honors and 
gifts. s 

Finally there was the American den- 
tistof the lato Khedive Tewfik at Cairo, 
who, perhaps inadvertently, became the 
means of communicating many a useful 
piece of information to the English gov- 
ernment. The khedive had the habit of 
leaving all confidential documents in his 
pockets, where they would be found by 
his European servant at nighttime. This 
man was afflicted not only with bad 
teeth, but also with a loose tongue, and 
on his visits to the dentist would com- 
municate to him bits of information ac- 
quired through perusal of these papers. 

Although Lord Cromer, the English 
envoy, had magnificent teeth, yet they 

seemed to be in almost daily need of 
treatment, and as he isa man of remark- 
able astuteness he had little difficulty in 
worming out of the dentist the secrets 
imparted by the khedive’s valet.—Chi-

His po- 
sition is that our contracts and obliga- 
tions have all been entered into upon 
the present basis and that it would be 
dishonest to liquidate them with cheap- 
er currency. 

Notwithstanding the attitude of the 
administration, we must all acknowl- 
edge that there is something radically 
wrong in our financial system. Values 
have shrunken continually for the past 
few years till we scarcely know where | 
the bottom is. It is argued by the mono- 
metallists, that there is no difference 
provided all values are fixed proportion- 
ately. In the first place it is not true 


that there has been a horizontal enrink- | 


age, and in the next place the relation 
tion of the creditor and debtor is not

To illustrate: The owner of real estate 
valued at ten thousand dollars a few 
years ago mortgaged it for five thousand. 
His estate has shrunk in value till it is 
now worth but six or seyen thousand | 
dollars with tbe same obligation of five 
thousand dollars against it. At the same 
time he bas not allowed it to depreciate | 
intrisically. Now deduct from the value 
of his estate the five thousand dollar ob- 
ligation and the estate that was worth 
fiye thousand dollars net a few vears ago 
is now worth but one or two thousand. 
And the shrinkage has been from no 
fault of the owner. It is a hardship 
that calls for serious consideration. The 
country bas become thoroughly aronsed 


to the necessity of action on the part of 


Congress looking to some measure that 
will at least bring partial relief. 


—The Supreme Court of the United 
States has declared the income tax un- 
constitutional, in toto. Justice Fuller de- 
livered the opinion of the court last 
Monday. The decision was upon a re- 
hearing of the question, with a full bench. 
Juslice Jackson who was sick when the 
case was heard v month ago, being pres- 
ent. This, it is estimated, will reduce 
the government revenues from fifteen to 
twenty million dollars per vear, and in- 
crease the deficiency correspondingly.

*Our friends, the monometallists, most- 
ly say: ‘We admit bimetallism would be 
good if we could get international bime- 
tallism.’ in other words, they agree that 
there is something radically wrong, but 
claim that we are tied to the financial 
policy of Europe. Where thereisa ne- 

cessity there is a remedy. The govern- 
ments of Europe are plutocracies. They 
equeeze the lemon forthe peopie about 
ever so often. The few control class leg- 
islation an the masses are hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for the tit- 
led few. 

“Now if financial legislation is one of 
the classes of class legislation by which 
the many are robbed and the few are 
enriched, then it is one of the institu- 
tions of the European governments that 
we asa nation of people, republican in 
form, should declare our independence. 

“Ifthey say: ‘We must have the ame 
money that they bave in order to, carry 
on business with them,’ my reply is, that 
the biggest business we ever did carry 
on with the balance of the world, and 
particularly Europe, was the time when 
they had gold and silyeras money and 
we had neither. 

“This nation can have an i .depend- 
ent financial system without any refer- 
ence whatever to the balance of the 
world, and can carry on its Own com- 
merce with the other governments of 
the world notwithstanding. 

“Wedonot now settle our balance 
with European countries except on its 
commercial value and hy weight, Our 
coinage has nothing te do with it. Pri- 
marily, balances of trade are settled with 
trade. We givethem our wheat and we 
take their silks, and the balance that 
we may owe them or they owe us will be 
settled just as the merchant between;the 
importing points may agree to settle it. 

“They can settle it in gold for so much 
a _pannyweight as measure in the money 
of their country or our country, or in 80 
much silver or in so much copper, or 8? 
| much of any other merchandise as may 
| be agreed upon in their trade relations. 
There is no such thing as an internation- 
al money. 

SCIENTIFIC BIMETALLISM 

"What we want is bimetallisin, and 
scientific bimetallism is this: : 

“First—Free and unlimited coinage of 
both zold and silver; these two metals to 
constitute the primary or redemption 
money of the government, 

,Second—The silver dollar of 37} 
grains of pure silver to be the unit of 
value, and gold to be coined into money 
if necessary, 

from time to time if the commercial par- 
ity to the legal ratio shall be affected by 
the action of foreign countries. 

Third The money coined from both 

| metals to be legal tender in the pay- 
ment of all debts. 

“Fourth—The option as to which of 
"the moneys is to be paid in the liquida- 
tion of the liquidation of a debt to rest 
with the debtor, and the government al- 
80 to exercise that opinion when desira- 
ble when paying out redemption money. 
Thisis what we want, this what we 
would do. 

"We wculd again make the standard 
silver dollar the unit of value as it was 
before 1873. It would thus bea dollar, 
and the bullion in it would be worth a 
dollar, as the number of grains of bullion 
in a dollar would havea right to walk 
into the mint and be coined into a dol- 
lar. No man would take 80 cents Tor it 
when he conld have it coined at plea- 
sure into a dollar. 

"We would make gold coins of the 
value of so many silver units dollars, as 
the law existed prior to 1873. Silyer is 
the populist money. We would allow 
no priyate individual to dictate to the 
government what its legal-tender money 
should be. 

“There wasto be no two yardsticke, 
The rich man’s money—gold—was re- 
coined when the commercial ratio chan- 
ged to interfere with the legal ratio. This 
is the Jaw we would re-enact. 

"We would give the option to the 
debtor as to which of thetwo he would 
use in the payment ofa debt. A break 
in the commercial parity causes the 
cheaper me'al to be used. This increases 
the demand for cheaper metal. This in- 
creased demand restores the value of the 
metal that had thus fallen below a pari- 
ty. To give the optiod to the creditors 

causes the dearer metal to be demanded 
and it thus gruws dearer and dearer and 
a parity is permanently broken 

“When the debtor has the option the 
two metals will oscillate close to a parity 
and substantially at a parity. This os- 
cillation is the elasticity that bimetal- 
lism giyes to primary money. If one be- 
comes scarce, the other is used. If one 
cornered, the other takes its place. Eith- 
er answers for money. 

“Selfishness stalked into the Ameri- 
can Congress at a time when neither 
metal was being used as primary money 
—our primary money was then paper 
money—at a time when corruption was 
rife in our national legislature, The mon- 
ey of the people was destroyed. Silver 
atthattime was at a slight premiam 
over gold. 

ELASTICITY NECESSARY. 

“That elasticity which the alternate 
use of silver with gold that true bimetal- 
lism gave to our primary money was 
now absent. 

If gold was cornered neither the Uni- 
ted States Treasury nor the debtor could 
put silver in competition with it. They 
must go to the men who have the gold 
and get it and submit to their terms. 

“What is the remedy? The bank of 
Rothschilds in England is now behind 
the United States Treasury. They are 
our financial agente, our financial mana- 
gers. Weare paying them the princely 
salary of $4,000,900 for each six months 
oftheir valuable services. We are in 
the hands of the pawnbrokers of Europe. 
Pat silver into competition with gold as 
qu as possible. Where gold contracts 

o not exist silver will go at once into 
competition with gold, and this will take 
some of the demand off of gold. ` 

“To that extent it will Tras the value 
of gold. The extra demand for silver 
will raise its value. Everything will ad- 
vance in value at once. 

"When a great government like the 
United States says "Here is equal ex- 
changes, 16to 1, geld for silver," a man 
in France is not. oing to part with his 
silver or gold, unless he gets that mach 
for it; nuless be gets as much for it a3 
the United States will pay for it. 

The way to resume is to resume." The 
way to remonetize is to throw our mints 
open and we haye got it. We will have 
bigher prices once more, Everyyody 
can make some money, There isn't 
that paralyzed and dead y feeling that 
comes with the destruction and the 
boarding of monev. Our trade with 
foreign nations is 4 per cent. of our busi- 
ness and our domestic business is 96 per 
cent of all of our business. Which do 
you want, legislation as the 96 per cent. 
or tlie 4 per cent. 

Ifa commercial parity at 16 to 1 can- 
not be maintained, then do as our fore- 
fathers did, change the ratio, make the

The message of the Mayor also con- 
tained important recommendations rela- 
tive to the city improvements. In full 
the message is as follows: 

Salisbury, May 29th, 1895. 
To the Honorable the Cty Council of Salis- 
bury. 

Gentlemen—I respectfully call your at- 
tention to the following: 

Division Street, north of the Baltimore, 
Chesapeake and  At'antic Railroad, 
should be paved, as nearly every family 
is more or less interested in Parsons 
Cemetery, and the walks to that sleep- 
ing ground should be put and kept in 
good order. 

In Newtown there is lack of proper 
drainage. When Park Street was open- 
ed it closed a natural waterway that 
drained a part af Division Street and sev- 
eral edjacent lote. I would suggest that 
a sewer be placed und?r Park Street and 

runto the river. This would necessi- 
tate an expense of getting a right-of- 
way across some private property, bot it 
is necessary that the land should be 
drained so as to improve the sanitary 
condition of that section 

The mill- dam on Division Street should 
be provided with a walk to insure com- 
fort and safety to pedestrians. The cit- 
izens of South Salisbury are asking for 
this much needed improyement, and I 
think they should have it. 

I hope you will appoint, at an early 
day, a commission to condemn the small 
strips of gronnd at west end of Camden 
street bridge, unless you find the proper- 
ty belongs to the city. Its present con- 
dilicn isa great ol bstruction to all who 
have occasion to walk that way; is very 
unsightly, and not at all in keeping with 
the condition of other streets. 

I find the streets with very few excep 
tions, kept in excelent order, ard it 18 
very gra.ifying to know that the Council 
has been complimented by both citizens 
and strangers on the fine condition of 
our streets. 

The volunteer fire department should 
have all the encouragement that your 

dy feels able to give it. This position,

ISPONGE GARDENING. 


PROFITABLE SEA FARMS ALONG THE 
FLORIDA COAST. 


Interesting Facts Not Generally Known 
Concerning an Article of Utility—Assist- 
anco Rendered the Industry by the Gov- 
ernment's Fish Commission. 


Ever since the sponge fisheries of tho 
Bahamas and the gulf coast of Florida 
kbowed signs of becoming exhausted ef- 

orts have been made to cultivate sponges 
farms or artificial beds, and more re- 
tently science has tried to imitate the 
pennine article by converting the soft 
fiber of the cocoanut leaves and shells 
into sponges of commercial valne. 
Sponge farming is now a 1 in- 
dustry, and hundreds of acres in the gulf 
of Mexico along the Florida coast are 
lanted with ‘‘sponge cuttings’’ and 
— The work is not dissimilar in 
many respects to oyster culture. The 
young sponges are planted in water 
along the coast varying from ono to five 
fathoms in depth. 

A few years ngo tbe fish commis- 
sioners had their attention called to the 
sponge fisheries off the Florida coast, 
and after finding that tho beds wero be- 
ing rapidly depleted of the best stock, 
an examination of the fisheries was made 
to ascertain some way of preserving 
them. The specimens of sponge taken to 
Washington in the autumn of the year 
were found to be reprodnctive if the 
proper conditions were supplied. The 
spouges in the autumn were found to de- 
velop masses of protoplasm or spores, 
which in the spring of the year were lib- 
erfitel These spores contained the small 
reproductive particles from which the 
sponges developed. Some of the sponges 
experimented with did not reproduce 
their kind at all, and it was found that 
in order to cultivate the sponges it was 
necessary to plant sponges that pro- 
duced certain cells that contained tho 
ova or egg and others that represented 
spermatozoa. 

A small sponge farm was established 
at Washington, and then others along 


.| the Florida coast as experiments. These 


proved successful, so that private indi- 
viduals went into the business. There 
are many acres of sponge farms near 
Key West, and others at Anclote, Fla, 
nnd near Tampa. These farms were first 
supplied with their seeds from the fish 
commissioners, but now they are ob- 
tained direct from the sponge fisheries. 
In the autumn of the year the various 
kinds of sponges are purchased by the 
sponge culturist, who generally takes an 
assortment that is sure to supply him 
with both the male and female cells. 

The beds, or farms, are usually locat- 
ed at somo well protected place along 
the coast and fenced in with natural for- 
mations and artificialdams. The sponge 
seeds are kept in small pounds“ 
throngh the winter, where the masses of 
protoplasm develop and grow. Early in 
the spring these spores are liberated in 
the larger body of water, whore they 
soon swim around. The eggs continue to 
grow rapidly, and in a short time attach 
themselves to the rocks or coral fornit- 
tion at the bottom of the water. 

It is very difficnlt to get the right 
location for an ideal sponge bed. Au 
arm of the sea where the salt water 
flows in freely that has a nntnral herd 
Rocks, stones and 
other substances can be dropped at tho 
bottom for the sponges to fasten them- 
selves to. The lagoon is then dammed 
up, so that when the seed is put in fresh 
it cannot float ont to sea again. Some 
simply throw their sponges in such a 
lagoon in the fall of the year and let the 
protoplasm develop there. Under proper 
cultivation the sponges thus raised are 
superior to those found in the sca. Only 
the best varieties are propsgated. The 
**sheepswool'' is the choicest, with a tex- 
ture fine, soft and strong. These sponges 
sell for from $1.50 to $3 n pound. The 
**vellow’’ sponge is next in quality, and 
its price is much less than the ''sheeps- 
Wool. The grass“ sponge raised is 
very limited, for its value is too small 
to pay one for the trouble. 

After the sponge farm is once started 
there is little more to do with it except 
at harvesting time. 
slowly and usually three years elapse be- 
fore any are pulled up. Then only the 
choicest, full grown ones are gathered. 
The others are left to produce new seeds 
and to reach a larger size. The picking 
of sponges in a farm of this nature is 
much simpler than to raise them from 
the deep waters of the gulf. Armed with 
a long leaded pole a boatman can easily 
hanl up the sponges that he needs, and 
in the course of a day he could gather 
three times the quantity pulled up by 
the regular sponge fishermen off the 
coast. The water is comparatively shal- 
low over the artificial beds, aud not dis- 
turbed by tides, floating debris or winds. 
It is also very clear and pellucid, so that 
one can see the bottom for a long dis- 
tance down. Occasionally one finds a 
sponge fann where deep sea sponges nre 
cultivated, and it is necessary, then, to 
have a diver to gather them. Here again 
the work is made easier. The diver runs 
no risk from sharks, tides or other in- 
conveniences that dai beset those off 
the coast. 

The value of the sponge farm increases 
every year despite the annual harvest 
that is taken therefrom. The new 
sponges are spreading until every square 
inch of the bottom and sides of the pond 
are covered with young and old sponges, 
If no diseases or enemies get into the 
bed, the sponges will then yield enor- 
mous crops year after year. The annmal 
income from a good sized bed ranges 
from $1,000 to $10,000, according to its 
size, location and age.—Philadelphia 
Times.
